“Figures recently 
compiled indicate that undernour­ 
ishment is from 20 to 30 per cent 
increased over normal years.

“ As 
malnutrition continues, 
a 
large proportion of children who 
are infected with the tuberculosis 
germ will be unable to resist it as 
the case with more normal chil­ 
dren.
